They smoked willow bark for tobae- 
co, they worshiped the sun, and they 
called their frlonds "bad people."

Their 
tradition states that formerly they 
were located east of the Rockies, hut 
the Blackfeet pushed them westward, 
with considerable loss of life as the

With such Ideas It Is not surprising 
to find that these people enjoyed and 
appreciated the"beautles of nature and 
delighted In the scent and color ol 
(lowers.

utilized by the Kutenai.

It was r 
doubt due to tbelr knowledge of th 
Hint a band of Shuswap. called tl 
Klnbeskets. came into the Kutonul 
territory In British Columbia and set 
iled down to stay. Efforts to dislodge 
thcra were frustrated by n-n alliance 
between the Interlopers nnd 
slniboin. who helped them 
their position.

PAUL IN PHILIPPI 



Acts 10:22-34; Phil 4,j4.7. 

Continent on the International 
Cnlform Sunday School Lesson for 
Oct. 11. Paul In rhillppl. Acts 
10:22-84; Phil 4: 1-7. 

pHILIPPI, in Maccdon, where Paul 
1 first began his preaching In Eu- 
rope, was a city destined to have a 
very important part In his life and 
a very Important part In the de- 
velopment of Christianity. 

The new preaching wan no safer 
In Europe than In Asia. The new 
preaching was endangering the 
self-interest of certain people In the 
community, and they stirred up the 
multitude In such a way thai Paul 
and his companion, SIlaB, were 
thrown Into prison. 

Here the Jailer, charged to guard 
his prisoners with care, put them 
In the inner prison and made their 
feet fast In the stocks. 

Then came an earthquake. 

The great upheaval occurred dur- 
ing the night while Paul and Silas 
were praying and singing hymns 
unto God. The prisoners were 
listening wlth an amazed Interest 
to these men, who with their feet 
fast In the Blocks in an Inner 
prison could none the less rejoice 
in hymns and In prayer. Not more 
remarkable to them surely could 
have been this earthquake, which 
shook the foundations ofthe prison- 
houso bo that the doors were opened 
and bonds wore loosed. The Jailer 
was rom-ed out of his sleep. Seeing 
the prison doors open, and hardly 
realizing what had happened, he. 
was about to kill himself when 
there came the voice of the prison- 
ers, who, far from being concerned 
about escaping, were assuring the 
Jailer that he should do himself no 
harm for all the priooners were 

What strange power was manifest 
upon the non -Christian prisoners 
that they should not have taken 
their opportunity to escape? At any 
rate, apparently instead of running 
away they wero gathered round 
whllo the prison keeper, crying for a 
light, Bpratig before Paul and Silas, 
and falling down hcrore them with 
trembling, called. "Sirs, w_hat must 
I do to bo saved?" 

What did the jailer m'ean by the 
question? Whatever he may have 




meant, the question that he asked 
became one that was large and 

glorious In Its answer. 

Paul gave him the ringing reply, 
"Believe on the Lord Jesus and 
thou shall be saved and thy house." 
He took his prisoners out of the 
prison, washed their stripes, and 
waB baptized with hlo household 
Immediately. 

it Is one of the world's great sen- 
sational conversions, as solid and 
effectual as it wan sensational. It 
stands forever associated with this 
city where Paul began his European 
ministry. It is linked with the 
great Epistle to the Phillpplans 
which Paul wrote from Rome dur- 
ing the period ot his own later im- 
prisonment. 

It is an Inspiration. The man 
who could sing and pray In the 
darkness of the night and of the 
Inner prison, with his feet fast In 
the stocks, surely had warrant for 
Ids words concerning rejoicing in 
tho Lord. 

Prayer is associated always with 
thanksgiving, and It Is through 
prayer and thanksgiving that peace 
comes to the souls of men. The 
prayer that Paul makes for these 
Phillpplans is surely the prayer of 
deepest benediction that man could 
make for his fellow men. "The 
peace of God which passeth all un- 
derstanding shall guard your hearts 
nnd your thoughts In Christ Jesus."

The wny to offset the loss n f fer- 
tility is to have the ground occupied 
with a growing crop, this same crop, 
turned under, adds humus so neces- 
sary to make soil capable of holding 

The best humus crop is rye, for it 
is sufficiently hardy to survive even 
quite severe winter weather, thus 
conserving plant-food that would 
otherwise be lost. It is capable, too. 
of makir.f considerable growth be. 
cause it takes advantage „f every 
growing day that may occur even in 
mid-winter. Rye does not add new 
plant-food as the clovers do, but, 
tumejl under In a succulent condi- 
tion, it roU quickly, and in doing so, 
sets free for the use of vegetables, 
plant-food they could scarcely absorb 
without this assistance.- Objection 
to the use 0 f rye is the difficulty 
when it is turned under, horse-plow- 
ing being the only practicable means. 
This bare the use 0 f rye from hand- 
spaded gardens. 

The next best crop is kale. It 
durvives any but the most severe 
weather, and although it furnishes 
much less humus than doer rye, the 
quality of that humus, and the 
peculiarly good effect of the root 
system 0 f kale, leave the soil in a 
conditun that few *rops do. Those 
Hardeners who have been sowing 
plots and rows as the vegetables 
vacate them are forunatc. 

Next best would have been n crop 
that made its growth in the early 
fall, whose frost-killed tops would 
serve t 0 prevent winter soil washing 
and furnish some humus, albeit little 
plant-food. Such a crop is oats, but 
they should have been sown some 
time ago, to insure considerable 
growth before frost. 

If no humus crop has been provid- 
ed for, and if the garden lies » n that 
there will be no danger of soil wash- 
ing, the best treatment a garden may 
receive after frost is to break it, 
leaving the furrow slices on edge. 
Pall-breaking does several things'. 
The vegetable tops and the weeds 
are turned under to break down into 
humus; the insects harboring in them 
are buried so deeply that many do 
not emerge, and those that have gone 
down into the soil for the winter are 
turned up to freeze. Lastly, a 
rough, broken soil surface is best 
enabled to catch and store the win- 
tor rains and snows; too. the alter, 
natc freezing and thawing that go on 
all winter have the beneficial effect 
of pulverizing the soil and making it 
easily workable. 

Perhaps the best general sugges- 
tion to be given at this time is em. 
bodied in what might well be the slo- 
gan of good gardeners: "Plow Yuor 
Garden In The Fall," if the garden 
is level. Rolling gardens, in which 
soil-washing might occur, had best 
be left a" they are, as being the best 
choice left. 

And, with this, may the writer 
close the series for 1931, with the 
hope that the gardens for 1932 will 
be "bigger and better"?

But Prof. Ulloa claims to have 
substantial proof that Columbus 
was a ph-ato comrade of Danish 
corsairs with whom, without the 
aid of Spanish royalty, he made a 
previous visit to the American 
continent In 1477, 1.5 years before 
the popularly known date. Colum- 
bus, Ulloa asserts, wds known 
then as Scolvus, which . Ulloa In- 
terprets as a crude Nordic corrup- 
tion of the Latin "Columbus." 

Genoa, as everyone knows, has 
been widely accepted as Colum- 
bus' birthplace. But Spanish stu- 
dents have had Columbus born In 
almost every corner of Spain. Por- 
tugal, likewise, has entered pleas 
from time to time, but no one has 
take Portugal's evi- 
dence seriously. Corsica, tho 
birthplace of Napoleon, Is vigor- 
ous in her claims. Others con- 
tend that Columbus was a Cale- 
donian, still others that he was a 
Oallcian Jew. in spite of all this,
